Applicants agree with the PTO calculation of the period of adjustment pursuant to 
37 C.F.R. § 1.703(a) of 24 days (the period from 14 months after the filing of the 
application on January 8, 2002 to the mailing of the first Office Action on April 1 , 2003).

The difference between the 3 year date (January 8, 2005) and the mailing date of Notice 
of Allowance (July 18, 2005) is 556 davs. 

Applicant's Attorney expects that additional non-overlapping delay can reasonably 
be expected prior to a patent issuing from the present application. Applicant's Attorney
